President Nixon 
Said Improving 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon, in his fourth day at Bethesda 
Naval Medical Center for treatment of 
viral pneumonia, is showing “consid­ 
erable improvement,” his doctors 
reported today. 


They said the chief executive’s chest 
congestion had lessened and he had a 
minimum of pain. 


The President slept soundly Sunday 
night, the doctors reported in their 
early morning medical bulletin. 
Nixon has been making slow but 
steady progress 
since he 
was 
hospitalized Thursday night. 


His four-a-day 
chest 
therapy 
treatments have produced the im­ 
provement in the lung congestion and 
chest discomfort, doctors said. 
However, they said the treatments 
result in fatigue “to the point that he 
has been given mild analgesics for 
relief.” 
Nixon was reported to have had “a 
good day on Sunday,” during which he 
had a minimum of business to conduct 
and enjoyed a visit from his family. 
Sunday dinner for the hospitalized 
President featured seafood. 
The four presidential doctors 
reported Sunday that Nixon was 
showing “good improvement,” with 
less chest pain then and lower fever. 
“The prognosis is excellent,” said 
White House physician Dr. Walter R. 
Tkach, although he reiterated that the 
President “is still a sick man.” 
Nixon was spending his fourth day in 
suburban Maryland Bethesda Naval 
Medical Center today. Tkach an­ 
nounced the President would remain 
hospitalized at least until Friday, or a 
minimum of eight days. 
After a 50-minute Sunday afternoon 
family visit, Mrs. Nixon described the 
President only as “better.” 
Mrs. Nixon and daughter and son-in- 
law, Julie and David Eisenhower, have 
been daily visitors since Friday. They 
were joined Sunday by the President’s 
older daughter, Tricia Cox, who flew 
from her New York City home for her 
first hospital visit. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
said Sunday was not a business day for 


the President, but that Nixon reviewed 
the daily intelligence and news 
briefings and had a 20-minute af­ 
ternoon meeting with his chief of staff, 
Gen. Alexander M. Haig Jr. 
After that, Nixon spent 35 minutes 
with his executive assistant Rose Mary 
Woods, going over correspondence and 
messages from friends and well- 
wishers, including heads of state from 
around the world. 
The four doctors on the case sent out 
word Sunday that their “chief concern 
is that the President will push himself 
too hard and too fast and perhaps slow 
down his recovery and possibly cause 
a relapse.”

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Probers Hear Kalmbach

WASHINGTON (AP) - Herbert W. 
Kalmbach, President Nixon’s former 
personal lawyer, acknowledged today 
he raised funds to pay the original 
seven Watergate defendants but 
denied any prior knowledge of the 
Watergate break-in or its later cover­ 
up. 


Kalmbach’s prepared testimony was 
made public while White House aide 
Richard A. Moore faced continued 
questioning at the Senate’s televised 
Watergate investigation. Kalmbach 
was to follow him to the witness stand. 


“My actions in the period im­ 
mediately following the breakin which 
involved the raising of funds to provide 
for the legal defense of the Watergate 
defendants and for the support of their 
families were prompted in the belief 
that it was proper and necessary’ to 
discharge what I assumed to be a 
moral obligation that had arisen in 
some manner unknown to me by 
reason of earlier events,” Kalmbach 
said. 


“The fact that I had been directed to 
undertake these actions by the No. 2 
and No. 3 men on the White House staff 
made it absolutely incomprehensible 
to me that my actions in this regard 
could have been regarded in any way 
as improper or unethical.” he said. 


He said he was told to raise the 
money to pay off the Watergate 
defendants by White House chief of 
staff H. 
R. 
Haldeman 
and 
the 
President’s chief domestic adviser, 
John D. Ehrlichman. 
Kalmbach was a trustee from 
January of 196ft|p early February 1972 
of an estimatecRl.6 million in surplus 
funds from Nixon’s 1968 campaign. 
Quoting Richard M. Nixon on the 
function 
of 
congressional 
in- 
vestigatings, the chairman of the 
Watergate committee defended its 
inquiry as “crucial to the welfare of 
the nation.” 
Ervin said he knew of no better 
statement on 
congressional 
in­ 
vestigations than that^in President 
Nixon’s 1982 book “Six Crises.” 
In it, Nixon dealt with his own role as 
a congressman in investigating the 
Alger Hiss case. 
Nixon wrote that the 1948 in­ 
vestigation of alleged Communist 
activities in government was essential 
to the national interest and to the 
future 
effectiveness 
of 
all 
congressional investigations. 
Moore’s testimony has been to the 
effect that Nixon knew nothing about 
the Watergate break-in and cover-up 
until told about it on March 21 by 
former White House counsel John W. 
Dean III. 
In his book Nixon wrote of the func­ 
tions of congressional investigating 
committees as outlined by Woodrow 
Wilson: to determine what laws should 
be enacted, serve as a watchdog on the 
executive branch, and inform the 
nation on great issues. 
Ervin quoted that, too. 
Then the Watergate committee 
chairman turned to his own in­ 
vestigation. 
“I would like to add that I consider 
the investigation being conducted by 
this committee most crucial to the 
welfare of the nation,” Ervin said. 
“This committee...is investigating 
allegations that men exercising great 
financial power, great political power 
and great governmental power have 
impaired if not destroyed the integrity 
of the process by which presidents of 
the United States are nominated and 
elected. 
“I don’t know anything in which the 
country could have a greater in­ 
terest...” Ervin said. 
The questioning of Kalmbach 
reportedly would range from the 
tactics of raising campaign money to 
his denials that political funds were 
used in the financing of Nixon's 
California estate at San Clemente. 
Kalmbach, who is credited with 
raising more than $16 million for the 
President’s 1968 and 1972 campaigns, 
has been identified in sworn testimony 
as the man who took on the assignment 


of raising legal fees and living money 
for the original seven Watergate 
conspirators. 


Dean testified the money was in­ 
tended to insure the continued silence 
of the seven. 
Published reports state Kalmbach 
also was the paymaster for White 
House political agents assigned to plug 
national security leaks and for the 
political dirty trick squad allegedly 
headed by Donald Segretti. 


Meanwhile, the White House has 
said that Nixon will keep his promise 
to meet with Watergate committee 
Chairman Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., on 
the issue of releasing presidential 
papers, but only after Nixon is 
released 
from 
Bethesda 
Naval 
Hospital. 
And, in television appearances 
Sunday two committee members — 
Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, D-Hawaii, and 
Lowell P. Weicker, R-Conn. — 
discussed 
the papers 
and 
the 
possibility of meeting with Nixon. 
On the eve of Kalmbach’s ap­ 


pearance, Time magazine reported 
Senate Watergate investigators are 
evaluating seriously the possibility 
that GOP funds were used to purchase 
la Casa Pacifica, the President’s San 
Clemente estate. 


The White House previously has 
denied political funds were used for 
that purpose and Time quoted 
Kalmbach as saying, “Not a dime of 
campaign money went into San 
Clemente.” 
Time said investigators are in­ 
terested in the $1.6-million surplus 
from Nixon’s 1968 campaign, for which 
Kalmbach was the custodian, and in 
the money he raised in 1970 for the so­ 
called Public Institute. 
The Public Institute reportedly was 
used as a holding fund from which 
money was channeled secretly to a 
large 
number 
of 
Republican 
congressional candidates in the 1970 
elections. 
President Nixon, now recuperating 
from viral pneumonia, has cited the 
doctrine of the separation of powers in 


his refusal to turn over to the com­ 
mittee presidential papers concerning 
the Watergate affair. 
Time said these papers include some 
that comprise the records of the Public 
Institute. It said the papers were kept 
in a brown leather satchel that is now 
in the White House safe used by Dean 
before the President fired him. 
In another development, Newsweek 
magazine said former White House 
aide Gordon Strachan was prepared to 
testify that H R. Haldeman, then the 
President’s chief of staff, ordered him 
(Strachan) to shred allegedly in­ 
criminating documents taken from 
Haldeman’s office safe after the Wa­ 
tergate break-in. 
Strachan served as the basion 
between the White House, Haldeman 
and the Committee for the Re-election 
of the President. 
The magazine' said he was prepared 
to testify to a series of events in­ 
dicating Haldeman knew in advance 
about the bugging of Democratic 
National Committee headquarters and 
other political surveillance. 
State Senate Sets 
Lottery Hearings;

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Senate Ways and Means Committee 
begins hearings Tuesday on a House 
bill that would establish a five- 
member commission authorized to 
proceed to set up a state lottery 
without further legislative action.

months of political bickering con­ 
cerning Ohio’s first lottery. 
Disagreement over the proposal 
began immediately after the May 7 
primary. Primary voters took out of 
the constitution an age-old ban against 
lotteries and cleared way for the 
legislature to establish one. 
Republicans refused to go along with 
an emergency clause on an initial bill 
to set up a lottery commission. They 
wanted the proceeds earmarked for 
property tax relief. 
That bill died after Democrats 
rejected the Republican demand. 
Two new bills followed, one from 
each chamber. Each called for 
creation of a commission to go ahead 
and put a lottery into operation along 
the lines of those in other states. 
Each chamber subsequently passed 


its bill and sent it to the other’s rules 
committee, creating a standoff that 
threatened to put the issue to rest for 
this year. 
Sen. Ronald M. Mott!, D-24 Parma, 
spoasor of the ballot proposal and the 
Senate bill, finally yielded to the House 
and agreed to let its measure become 
the vehicle. 
Mottl said he intends to try to amend 
the House bill to add an emergency 
clause Republicans rejected and take 
out a House provision that would 
exempt 
lottery 
winnings 
from 
taxation. 
He estimated the state will lose 
about $20 million that Ohioans will 
spend on lotteries in the neighboring 
Michigan and Pennsylvania if the 
lottery is not put into operation this 
year.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The value of 
farm land, already at its highest level 
in 22 years, may continue to rise the 
rest of 1973 despite efforts to curb in­ 
flation, according to Agriculture 
Department real estate experts. 
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Executive Privilege Issue Heated 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon has backed away before from 
hard-line 
stands 
on 
executive 
privilege, but never has the issue 
focused so close to the Oval Office as in 
the current dispute with the Senate 
Watergate committee. 


In his July 6 letter to Committee 
Chairman Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., 
the President left little room for 
compromise. 
And Ervin, the man the President 
has agreed to meet on the issue, has 
described executive privilege as “a 
skeleton that has been rattling around 
in America’s closet for so long nobody 
is sure who put it there or what it 
means.” 
When former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell was on the witness stand last 
week, Ervin said that since the Con­ 


stitution did not require a president to 
run for re-election “I don’t think that 
executive privilege covers any 
political activities whatsoever ... 


“I also take the position that 
executive privilege does not entitle a 
president to have kept secret in­ 
formation concerning criminal ac­ 
tivities of his aides or anybody else...” 
Like a skilled negotiator, the 
President, in earlier disputes over 
executive privilege, has started with a 
hard stand and then yielded just 
enough to ease the pressure from Con­ 
gress. 
He did this last April 17, when he 
retreated from a stand against 
allowing present or former White 
House aides to testify before the 
Watergate committee. 
In a television interview Friday, 


Ervin said he thinks the dispute could 
be resolved 
by 
having 
“ some 
representative of the White House and 
some representative of the committee 
to go through the documents and 
separate the documents that the 
committee is entitled to receive and 
use.” 
But in his July 6 letter, the President 
referred to a solution of this type and 
rejected it, saying... “such a course, I 
have concluded, would inevitably 
result in the attrition and eventual 
destruction of the indispensable 
principle 
of 
confidentiality 
of 
presidential papers.” 
On March 2, the President was asked 
at a news conference about a request 
from the Senate Judiciary Committee 
for John W. Dean HI, then presidential 
counsel, to testify at the hearings on 
the nomination of L. Patrick Gray III 


to be director or the FBI. 
He objected. 
“No President could ever agree to 
allow the counsel to the president to go 
down and testify before a committee.” 
On 
March 
12, 
Nixon 
issued 
guidelines on executive privilege. 
In them he noted that congressional 
requests for testimony from members 
of the White House staff “have been 
relatively infrequent through the 
years, and in past administrations 
they have been routinely declined. I 
have followed that same tradition in 
my administration, and I intend to 
« 


>ntinue it during the remainder of my 
rm.” 
The guidelines specifically directed 
members and former members of the 
President’s staff to “decline a request 
for a formal appearance before a 
committee of Congress.” 


Farm real estate values jumped 13 
per cent between March I, 1972, and 
March I this year.

“This could lead to a reduction in 
demand for real estate and slow the 
rise in land values,” Reinsel said in a 
preliminary report on the situation. 
“On the other hand, if current farm 
income expectations are realized in 
1973 and livestock and crop price ex­ 
pectations remain strong in 1974, land 
price increases could match this 
year’s increase,” he said. 
A full report on 1972-73 farm real 
estate developments will be issued 
later this month. Meantime, the 
preliminary report, actually a sup­ 
plement to one issued a year ago, in­ 
cluded these observations. 
—Among the states, land values 
increased most rapidly last year in 
Wisconsin, up 21 per cent. 
—Only California, Utah, Arizona and 
louisiana showed increases of less 
than IO per cent, with California 
showing the smallest gain at two per 
cent. 
—Factors contributing to the big 
jump in real estate values included 
more money and larger credit

SAIGON (AP) — Two Canadian 
officers released by the Viet Cong after 
17 days in captivity said today that 
they were marched through a jungle 
bound hand and neck. 


They said that at times they were 
interrogated without sleep in efforts to 
force from them a confession of 
spying. 


Capt. Ian Patten of Toronto and 
Capt. Fletcher Thomson of Ottawa told 
a news conference they successfully 
resisted. The two members of the 
International Commission of Control 
and Supervision were released Sunday 
in the Xuan I joe area 45 miles east of 
Saigon, where they fell into Viet Cong 
hands June 28. 


“On the whole we were treated 
humanely, with respect,” said Patten. 
“ But 
there 
were 
certain 
per­ 
sonalities...that did at times make life 
uncomfortable. 


“We were bound on a number of 
occasions, particularly on the march. 
And on the occasions we did without a 
great deal of sleep — in other words we 
had no sleep. After an eighthour march 
on one occasion we spent over five 
hours going through what I will call a 
conversation. 


“I was rifle-butted on a couple of 
occasions. I was pushed around a little 
bit. That’s basically the thing. Men­ 
tally, I was hurt more with the 
treatment that was given to the 
Vietnamese people that were with us. I 
don’t mean physical treatment; I just 
mean the whole harassment they were 
getting. That bothered me more than 
anything.” 


The two Vietnamese, an interpreter 
and a driver, were released with 
Patten and Thomson. All four were 
with the ICCS at Xuan Loc.

TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) - Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban says Israel in­ 
tends to keep some of the Arab 
territory captured in the 1967 war 
despite any pressure from U.N. Secre­ 
tary-General Kurt Waldheim. 
Eban’s comments at a meeting of 
the ruling Labor party Sunday was the 
first official reaction to Waldheim’s 
projected visit to Egypt, Jordan and 
Israel sometime in the next few 
months. 
Eban said Israel has decided not to 
return to its prewar borders. But the 
Israeli occupation is temporary, and 
much territory can be returned, 
leaving plenty of room for negotiation, 
he said. 
The foreign minister said Waldheim 
would be welcome in Israel. But he 
indicated that Israel has no intention of 
changing its position that only direct 
negotiations with the Arabs — and not 
mediation by the United Nations — can 
achieve peace.

Production 
Under W ay 


CLEVEI.AND, Ohio (AP) - Hard 
figures on U.S. steel production 
capacity are emerging now that the 
steel industry has its first opportunity 
in recent years to run at full speed for a 
prolonged period, Industry Week 
magazine reported today. 
Until now, steel production capacity 
has been mostly based on estimates, 
the magazine for industrial executives 
reported. 
“It now appears that tho record 150 
million to 151 million net tons of raw 
steel that will be produced this year... 
is about the most the industry can 
make,” IW said. "A figure of 155 
million tons has been regarded as the 
industry’s ultimate capacity...” 
IW said shipping capacity of U.S. 
mills “appears to be 105 to 108 million 
net tons,” depending on percentages of 
yield of finished products that can be 
obtained from raw steel. 
“ In periods of extrem ely high 
demand, the percentage of yield has 
risen because customers accepted 
material that would have 
to be 
scrapped by the mills in times of low 
demand.” 
IW said the forecast for 150 to 151 
million net tons of raw steel is based on 
predictions that production in the 
second half will average 2.9 million 
tons a week—the same as the first half 
average. 
“ However, th ere’s considerable 
belief that the plants can't sustain such 
a pace because equipment, run hard in 
the first half, will have to be slowed or 
stopped for maintenance. In fact, 
output has been below 2.9 million tons 
in each of the last four weeks, largely

WASHINGTON (AP) — Few people 
realize the enormous environmental 
impact of the nation's accelerating use 
of energy, the chairman of the Council 
on 
Environm ental 
Quality 
told 
Congress this week. 


Russell Train warned that to change 
the trend from an energy splurge to 
energy conservation would require 
vast alterations in the lifestyle of most 
Americans. 


Train's analysis of the use of energy 
and the related environmental punish­ 
ment was given to a joint hearing on 
energy conservation held by two House 
committees. During the week, a half- 
dozen congressional committees were 
probing some aspect of the energy 
crisis. 
He noted that the use of energy has 
shot up alarmingly—30-fold since 1850 
and. in the last two decades, at a rate 
twice that of the population growth. 


“Although many people are aware of 
environmental damages from par­ 
ticular energy activities,” Train said, 
“few realize the degree to which total 
energy systems affect the envi­ 
ronment. 
“Converting fossil and nuclear fuels 
into energy leads to air pollution, 
water pollution, creation of solid 
wastes, land disruption and aesthetic 
degradation,” Train said. 
The environment is damaged by car 
air pollution, thermal discharges to 
lakes and streams and the destruction 
of millions of acres of land by mining. 
“ Energy systems were the largest 
source of the 264 million tons of 
pollutants emitted into the air in 1970,” 
Train said.

Brings Color To Albuquerque

They had come from all over—127 of 
them floating ponderously in the stark 
New Mexico sky, presenting a kaleido­ 
scope of brilliant colors. 
An onlooker excitedly declared to his 
neighbor, “this is the greatest thing 
that ever happened to Albuquerque!

Year Of Europe ? 


The ominous word worrying Western 
Europe these days is “decoupling” - 
meaning a separation of the American 
strategic nuclear deterrent vis-a-vis 
Russia and the NATO blueprint for 
West Europe defense. 
“Decoupling” would follow as a 
matter of logic if I^eonid Brezhnev 
should succeed in getting Richard 
Nixon to promise that the U.S. would 
not be the first to use tactical nuclear 
weapons in a war that began in con­ 
ventional fashion. Without NATO’s 
arsenal of tactical nuclear weapons, 
the West European countries could 
hardly hope keep the Soviet Union and 
the Warsaw Pact satellites from 
overrunning West Germany. And once 
West Germany fell, would we dare to 
reverse the decision. 
The details bearing on this are 
spelled out in Wynfred Joshua’s recent 
study on “Nuclear Weapons and the 
Atlantic Alliance.” put out bv the 
National Strategy Information Center 
in New York City. While Brezhnev has 
been pushing for “detente” and getting 
a favorable response from Nixon, the 
number of Soviet divisions stationed in 
Eastern Europe has grown from 26 to 
31. The Warsaw Pact countries have a 
three-to-one advantage over NATO in 
tanks. The Soviet Baltic fleet would 
flank the NATO countries from the 
North. And since 1968 all the Warsaw 
Pact satellites have vastly improved 
their network 
of military airfields, 
defending them with “many thousands 
of pieces of m ilitary electronic 
equipment” that, to continue with Dr. 
Joshua’s description, make the East

European forward area “the most 
sophisticated and densest electronic 
environment in the world.” 
Since 
NATO, 
even 
with 
the 
American forces now quartered in 
Europe, could not match the Warsaw 
Soviet forces either on the ground or in 
the air if a war were limited to con­ 
ventional means, any agreement to 
keep tactical nuclear weapons out of it 
would be suicidal. True enough, the 
threat of intercontinental ballistic 
missile retaliation from the 
U.S. 
should be sufficient to keep the con­ 
ventional war from happening. But, 
now that the Soviets have achieved 
rough parity with the U.S. in missile 
deployment, the West Europeans are 
wondering if Washington would be 
willing to risk the scrifice of U.S. cities 
in order to save Europe. It is the 
question of credibility that has given 
rise to all the “decoupling” fears. 
Where does Henry Kissinger line up 
in thinking about NATO strategy? 
When he was writing about our 
“uneasy” alliances during the Ken­ 
nedy 
and 
early 
Johnson 
Ad- 
minstrations, he, too, 
feared the 
possibility of “decoupling.” Kissinger 
was an early advocate 
of making 
tactical nuclear weapons an integral 
part of NATO planning. But, in the 
atmosphere of detente, nobody likes to 
bring up the 
subject 
of 
atomic 
reprisals 
even of a 
tactical, or 
localized, nature. 
It is really odd that Senator Henry 
Jackson, a Democrat, feels called 
upon in 1973 to echo the Kissinger 
complaints as of 1963. What has 


Kissinger been doing in the meantime? 
Jackson wants to see the NATO 
nations, led by the U.S., develope a 
coherent strategy of defense. Without 
a coherent strategy, the U.S. must lack 
any firm bargaining position at SALT 
II meetings. Can’t Kissinger sell this 
view to Nixon without Henry Jackson’s 
help? 
What, indeed, has happened to the 
“year of Europe” that Nixon and 
Kissinger were talking about before 
the Watergate debacle intervened? 
Kissinger was never an opponent of 
French and British efforts to establish 
atomic deterrents on their own. He 
must have his ideas about “coupling” 
French and British deterrents with our 
program, if only to bring the Soviets to 
a sane view about cutting back their 
deployment of conventional forces in 
the Eastern European satellites. There 
would have to be a significantly 
greater reduction of Warsaw Pact 
conventional means, such as tanks and 
mechanized infantry, to justify the 
West in giving Brezhnev a promise not 
to use the tactical atomic weapons that 
could be a prelude to a hemispheric 
nuclear blast-off. 
The tragedy of Watergate is that it 
destroys European confidence that 
any attempt to work out a coherent 
strategy of defense with the U.S. is 
worth the making. The longer the U.S. 
Senate regards Watergate as its main 
business, the less 
chance 
that 
Kissinger and Nixon will be able to 
make 1973 the “year of Europe.” We 
are 
m utilating 
ourselves 
while 
Brezhnev laughs in the wings.

Near the town where we live is a 
large shopping center. A new gimmick 
appeared the other day and I fell for it. 
There was a woman wearing a 
nurse’s uniform. I don’t know whether 
she was a real nurse. 
For one dollar she was taking the 
blood pressure and giving out the 
numbers to everyone. Should this be 
allowed? 
Mrs. F.B., N.J. 


Dear Mrs. B.: 
I did not know that this new form of 
explotation had already reached 
America. 
It has been flourishing for years in 
European countries. The temptation to 
have one’s blood pressure read is 
great, especially for those people who 
falsely believe that their doctor “never 
tells the truth” about the blood prssure 
numbers. 
Doctors accumulate specific in­ 
form ation 
from 
blood 
pressure 
num bers, but their interpretation 
depends on how they fit into his fin­ 
dings during a general physical 
examination. 


The 
num bers 
are 
certainly 
meaningful 
in 
establishing 
the 
presence of high blood pressure. 
As you know, there are two number 
readings. The first refers to the 
systolic blood pressure. This is the 
pressure in the blood vessels at the 
moment that the heart is pumping 
blood into the arteries. 
The second, or the lower number, is 
the diastolic pressure. This shows the 


pressure in the blood vessels in bet­ 
ween the beats of the heart. 
Both numbers are important. In 
some instances, the diastolic pressure 
may be more significant than the 
systolic pressure. 
This can be 
evaluated only by your own physician. 
It is well known that some people 
will have a sudden rise in blood 
pressure when the reading is taken by 
a strange person. This can well occur 
when it is done by "super-market 
specialists.” 
Anxiety is compounded when the 
numbers told to you are different from 
that which you have heard from your 
doctor. 
This conflicting information serves 
only one purpose, and that is to detach 
from you a hard-earned dollar bill. 
More and more attention is being 
devoted to uncovering the presence of 
high blood pressure in people who give 
no evidence by sign or symptom of this 
disease. 
Thousands of cases of high blood 
pressure that might easily be con­ 
trolled, with the remarkable drugs 
now available, are still going un­ 
noticed. 
Coronary heart disease and strokes 
are the target of scientific studies and 
health education programs. 
Anyone who has the slightest inkling 
that his blood pressure might be 
elevated should pursue this with his 
doctor, 
and 
become 
the 
real 
beneficiary of solid medical judgment. 
Supermarket blood pressure testing 
should be legally eliminated.

chocolate peanut in some 55,000 TV 
commercials over the last 20 years. He 
also was the voice of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower in the film, “The Longest 
Day.” 
The 
dean 
of 
perhaps 
18 
top 
professional men and women in this 
specialized form of auditory art, Swift 
is an ex-comic who looks more like a 
flowinghaired symphony cello player. 
With him imitation is more than the 
sincerest form of flattery. He makes 
more than $100,000 a year peddling 
from one midtown studio to another on 
a bicycle to do imitations. He has done 
as many as 16 in an hour, but now 
prefers to make only 25 or so com­ 
mercials a week. 
Son of a lawyer, Allen became in­ 
terested in vocal work early and was a 
Borscht Belt comic at Catskill 
mountain resorts. He did night club 
shows and appeared with stars such as 
Eddie Cantor and Bob Hope in the 
early days of television. 
“I was doing pretty well as a part- 
time comedian, part-time magician 
and part-time shingle salesman when I 
got my big break,” he recalled. 
That came when he was hired to take 
over as Howdy Doody when the people 
who did the voices on that popular tele­ 
vision puppet show walked out in a 
salary dispute. 
“Learning to talk like Howdy Doody 
was the toughest job I ever had,” he 
said.

But soon Swift was doing all 50 
voices on the show and also writing 
some of the scripts. Calls from ad 
agencies to do other voice roles began 
to pour in. 
Since then Swift has dubbed lines for 
David Niven, and famous golf, 
baseball and football stars. He also has 


created voice personalities for a 
herring, a duck, almost every kind of 
animal, a flashlight battery, a pencil, 
an electric toaster, and most recently, 
a brake. 


“I enjoyed doing the brake; it was 
quite interesting,” he said. 
“I have flexible vocal cords, but I 
don’t believe I have a particularly 
unusual voice.

To Have $1 Million Jackpot 


COLUMBUS, Ohio i AP)— Members 
of a committee investigating con­ 
ditions at Ohio prisons learned few 
facts 
about 
race 
and 
sex 
discrimination Friday. But they heard 
a sobering story- about day to day life 
behind bars. 
The Ohio Advisory Committee, an 
arm of the U.S. Civil Rights Com­ 
mission, was appalled at inmate Paul 
Williams story of unsanitary con­ 
ditions in the cafeteria at the Mans­ 
field Reformatory. 
Flies swarm over food as it travels 
from the kitchen to the men, and in­ 
sects and even rat tails have been 
found in the food, Williams claimed. 
Kenneth Maynard and Louis Mosley, 
inmates at the london Correctional 
Institution, said job training there was 
practically “non-existent” for lack of 
coordination between the prison and 
outside agencies and because the men 
work with obsolete or broken equip­ 
ment. 
Maynard said auto repair students 


at the prison work with 1955 and 1956 
engines. 
Maynard and Mosley were the only 
two of nine prisoners to appear before 
the committee in blue jeans and blue 
work shirts. The two also were hand­ 
cuffed 
prior 
to their actual ap­ 
pearance. 
The other seven inmates, from three 
other prisons, were dressed in 
“civilian" clothes. 
Maynard said a third inmate from 
london, who also was scheduled to 
testify, may have been discouraged by 
prison officials from appearing. The 
committee did not pursue it. 
The Ohio Reformatory for Women at 
Marysville got the best marks as a 
rehabilitative institution from those 
testifying Friday. 
Inmate Nancy Webb described basic 
education, college English and home 
economics programs and a business 
course including instruction in data 
processing with the cooperation of a 
local computer firm. 


RENO, Nev. (AP) — Would a 
gambler pump $10 into a onearmed 
bandit with a chance to win a $1 million 
jackpot? At odds of roughly 25 billion 
to one? 
Nevada slot machine king Si Redd 
thinks so and is betting $150,000 on it. 
Redd, president of the 
Bally 
Distributing Co. here, is readying the 
world’s largest slot machine with the 
biggest payoff ever. 
Dubbed “Super Bertha,” it will pay 
$1 million to the lucky $10 bettor who 
cranks up the right combination of 
symbols on its eight 20-character reels. 
And if you don’t feel like playing IO 
Eisenhower dollars at once, the 
machine will pay lesser amounts of 
$100,000 or even $500,000 for the right 
combinations on smaller bets. 
The payoffs will dwindle to a few 
dollars, depending on how much is bet 
and the symbols that show up on the 
reels. 


Standing six feet tall and IO feet long, 
the slot machine uses a five hor­ 
sepower electric motor to power the 20- 
inch-wide, chain-driven reels. 


Redd says he will have invested 
nearly $150,000 in designing and 
engineering the machine before it is 
put into play later this year. Several 
casinos are interested in housing 
“Super Bertha,” and Redd expects to 
get his investment back in a year and a 
half. 


Redd went to work on “Super Ber­ 
tha” after watching the success of his 
70 “Big Bertha” slot machines, six- 
foot-tall multireelers that require a 
dollar or more a pull. 
Under the law of probability, the one 
particular winning combination will 
come up on “Super Bertha” once in 25 
billion plays, Redd says. “But who’s to 
know? On our first $5,000 machine, 
somebody hit it the first night.”

The 66-year-old Poultney refused to 
give details of Hughes’ actual ap­ 
pearance, pending publication of his 
book this fall. Hughes, 68, has not been 
seen publicly since 1957. 
The disguise expert said an aide to 
Hughes asked him six weeks ago to 
come to the penthouse suite at the Inn 
on the Park in which Hughes re­ 
portedly has been living since coming 
to London from earthquake-shattered 
Managua, Nicaragua, last December 
An aide told Poultney to wear a 
disguise during all visits to avoid 
arousing suspicion, Poultney said. 
“Nobody told me the man was 
Hughes, but who else could it have 
been?” Poultney said. “I ’ve never 
come across such security.” 
He said he fitted the man believed to 
be Hughes with a hairpiece, cheek 
padding, false eyebrows and plastic 
moulds inserted in the nose to alter his 
outline.

WELLINGTON, New Zealand (AP) 
— The American protest schooner Fri 
took on much-needed supplies today 
from another yacht as the French were 
reported making final preparations for 
their nuclear tests in the South Pacific. 


The yacht Arven arrived from the 
Cook Islands with four French 
protestors aboard and transferred 
food, fuel and equipment to the 86-foot 
schooner. The IO men and three 
women — one of them six months 
pregnant — aboard the Fri had been 
living on baked beans and dried fruit 
for more than a week. 
The transfer occurred about 135 
miles off the Mururoa Atoll, the 
French testing ground. The Fri’s 
skipper, David Moodie of Sausalito, 
Calif., said he would go back into the 
72-mile danger zone around the atoll. 


Reports from Papeete, Tahiti, the 
capital of French Polynesia, said 
French naval vessels and aircraft 
were converging on Mururoa, and only 
deteriorating weather or a shift in the 
winds could delay the first test ex­ 
plosion in the atmosphere for long. 
The New Zealand frigate Otago, 
which was within the 72-mile danger 
zone, reported the weather clear and 
rolling seas. 


Moodie, interviewed by radio, told 
David Barber of the New Zealand 
Press Association, that he would not 
seek assistance from the Otago unless 
she is sinking or life is endangered. 
The New Zealand government has 
already said the Otago would go to the 
aid of the yacht only if it was in danger 
of sinking but would not intervene if 
the French tried to tow it out of the 
area.

DENVER (AP) — Bigger cattle 
could mean more meat for America’s 
consumers and the world markets, but 
the cattle industry isn’t sure larger 
steers would be economical. 
In fact some agricultural re­ 
searchers say the long term solution 
may lie in the other direction: 
slaughtering lighter and younger 
steers if the animals could provide 
high quality meat. 
One larger packer says freezing beef 
cuts in retail-size packages would help 
save money by allowing inventories to 
be built up. But he acknowledges 


housewives would rebel against a lack 
of fresh meat at the supermarket. 
Cattle feeders say something is 
going to have to be done. They say they 
are caught in a squeeze by the federal 
ban on the growth stimulant DES, 
soaring feed prices and a dwindling 
amount of open range lands to grass- 
feed the young steers. 
rho animals arriving at feedlots are 
smaller than ever and have to be kept 
on feed longer. The longer feed time, 
coupled with President Nixon’s anti­ 
inflation price controls, are shrinking 
profit margins and raising the threat 
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of meat shortages, the cattle industry 
contends. 
The push for the bigger cattle 
solution comes primarily from 
breeders, who have experimented with 
crossing some of the new “exotic” 
steers with their lighter English breed 
cousins. This produces a steer that 
matures at a heavier weight and can 
be slaughtered into a 800 to 900-pound 
carcass — about 200 pounds heavier 
than average. 
Dr. L. S. Pope of Texas AAM 
University, who moderated the recent 
Great Western Beef Expo at Sterling, 
Colo., said objections that bigger cattle 
provide cuts that are too big for the 


retail market can be overcome by the 
butcher. 
Kenneth W. Monfort, whose Greeley, 
Colo., feedlots turn out over 200,000 
steers a year, says the industry 
recognizes the need to create more 
beef but is hampered by lack of heavy 
animals to put on feed. 
“A year ago we bought two thirds of 
the weight and added one-third,” said 
Monfort. “ Today we’re buying 58 per 
cent and adding 42.” 
One of the big advantages of heavier 
carcasses comes in processing, says 
Monfort. It costs just about the same to 
slaughter a big steer as it does a little 
one, he says. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (API — Back 
around 1850, Allan Pinkerton invented 
the rent-a-cop. Two months ago, 
former Columbus Police Chief Dwight 
Joseph invented the rent-a-narc. 
For $120 a day, a police department 
or private individual can lease one of 
Joseph's 13 long-haired former 
policemen and narcotics agents. 
‘ The smaller police departments 
cannot afford to hire a person for 
undercover work and expect to retain 
him on the payroll as a police officer 
once he’s been discovered,” Joseph, 
54, who was superintendent of the Ohio 
Bureau of Criminal Identification and 
Investigation after he retired from the 
Columbus Police Force in 1972. He 
served on the Columbus force few 25 
years. 
His Columbus-based firm is called 
Multi-state UNIT, Inc. UNIT stands 
few Undercover Narcotics Intelligence 
Technicians. 
“Narc,” a street term for narcotics 
agent, is appropriate to describe 
Joseph’s men because they actually 
live the drug culture lifestyle when at 
work. 
Joseph says the organization so far 
has caused the arrest of 115 persons on 
a total of 186 charges, from Wooster, 
Ohio to Wheeling, W. Va. 
“The state does not have enough 
people to adequately service the small 
communities,” he said.

Weiskopf, the world’s newest golf hero, 
continues to be puzzled by the Troon 
links, even after winning the British 
Open Golf Championship over the 
tricky seaside course along Scotland’s 
western shore.

Architects 
No Help To 
Handicapped 


CHARLESTON, 
W.Va. 
(AP) — Phyllis Mathew and I 
went shopping in beautiful 
downtown Charleston last 
week. It was no mean feat. 
Phyllis, a pretty 28-year- 
old, was born a victim of 
spinal bifida (an opening the 
spine) and spends most of her 
time in a wheelchair. 
Our shopping trip, which 
included visits to many 
buildings other than stores — 
banks, restaurants, public 
buildings — was eye-opening 
for both of us. It was also 
muscle-building for me. 
I 
pushed 
Phyllis 
all 
morning long. There are no 
ramps 
in 
downtown 
Charleston, so crossing a 
street involves hoisting the 
chair sharply backwards, 
placing the two front wheels 
up on the curb and lifting. 
Getting down off a curb is 
even trickier. 
Our tour was a visit to some 
of 
the 
most 
incredible 
structural barriers anyone 
could dream up. And the 
problem of overcoming the 
barriers 
isn’t 
just 
for 
wheelchair 
people. 
The 
elderly, women in advanced 
stages of pregnancy, young 
mothers 
pushing 
baby 
strollers, blind people and 
short people are all victims of 
structural barriers. 
We started at the Kanawha 
Valley Bank where a sign 
asked patrons to “ Please use 
revolving door.” Ever try to 
take a wheelchair through a 
revolving door? How about a 
baby carriage? There were 
other doors, however, and we 
hot inside. 
Inside the bank, there are 
steps up to the main floor. No 
way to get a wheelchair up 
there. 
There’s 
also 
an 
escalator going downstaris. 
Wheelchair on an escalator? 
Nope. 
A bank spolesman hastened 
to tell us that there was an 
elevator for getting down­ 
stairs or to floors above the 
first. 
Around the corner, we 
visited 
the 
Diamond 
Department Store. The doors 
into the store were suf­ 
ficiently 
wide 
for 
the 
wheelchair and Phyllis said 
they weren’t too heavy for her 
to open by herself. Inside, in a 
sportswear department on 
the main floor, Phyllis was 
delighted to find a low 
counter with merchandise 
which she could see and 
examine from her chair. 
But her elation turned 
disappointment 
at 
the 
jewelry counter as necklaces 
hanging on a high display 
rack were beyond reach. 
At the Diamond’s lun­ 
cheonette, we discovered that 
the only available seats are 
high counter stools, making 
eating there impossible for 
people in wheelcharis. A 
public telephone on the was 
too high for Phyllis to reach, 
as was a drinking fountain. 
At another bank we found a 
common problem. All the 
counters for writing checks or 
whatever are too tall for 
sheelchairs. All the teller 
windows are in the same 
condition. Even standing, 
Phyllis — 4-foot-7 — would 
have been too short for the 
teller windows. 
The 
most 
accessible 
building we visited was the 
Kanawha 
County 
Puclic 
Library. The Summers Street 
entrance is for wheelcharis 
and the elderly, and inside 
four 
wheelchairs 
are 
provided for those who need 
them. 
There are elevators and the 
information 
desks 
and 
reading tables are low enough 
for a wheelchair. 
Upstairs in the children’s 
section a low wall-attached 
drinking fountain made it 
easy for Phyllis to get a drink. 
There was also a telephone 
low enough for her to reach. 
The 
building 
which 
presented the worst barriers 
of all was city hall. The main 
entrance to this, the most 
public of buildings, has 13 
steps leading up to a massive 
revolving 
door. 
Phyllis 
simply shook her head in 
disbelief. 
The only way she could get 
into the city buildings, in fact, 
was through the booking desk 
entrance in the back. 
After a morning of hard 
work, lunch was welcome. A 
high brick step at Ernie’s 
Esquire found us doing 
wheelies again, but once over 
that barrier we were home

May Be 
Harmful 


SAN FRANCISCO (A P) - 
Summer foliage that delights 
the eye may also cause 
thousands of poisonings when 
part of an innocent-looking 
plant ends up in the digestive 
system, according to experts. 
Dr. Frederick F. Newirth, 
medical 
director 
for 
Firemen’s Fund American 
insurance companies, says 
even the most commonly 
cultivated plants have a 
lethal effect when eaten. 
“ That 
makes 
it 
im­ 
perative,” he added, “that 
children be taught that it is 
dangerous to eat any part of 
any plant.” 
Newirth noted that such 
common plants as hyacinths, 
narcissus, daffodils, oleander 
and dieffenbachia can cause 
death. 
Other plants that may 
prove fatal if eaten include 
mistletoe, foxglove, daphne, 
golden chain, rhododendron, 
yew, twigs and leaves of wild 
and cultivated cherries, and 
jimson weed. 
Newirth said that the 
smallest sampling by a 
curious child can lead to 
serious illness and even 
death. He emphasized that 
many other plants when 
eaten may cause serious 
discomfort and illness. 
“ Rather than trying to make 
a child a vest pocket botanist 
by teaching him to watch out 
for deadly fauna, teach him 
that all flowers and plants are 
not to be eaten unless he finds 
them 
on

at 
mealtime,” Newirth said.

ZANESVILLE, Ohio (AF) - Of­ 
ficials here today continued their in­ 
vestigation into the cause of a plane 
crash that claimed the lives of two 
Newark men Sunday. 


The Ohio Highway Patrol identified 
the victims as Thomas Jones, the pilot, 
and Earl I>ewis, a passenger. 
The single-engine plane crashed 
short of the runway at Zanesville 
Municipal Airport in early morning 
fog. 


Federal Aviation Administration 
officials said Jones asked clearance to 
land the Piper Cherokee at the airport 
before dawn. They said he missed the 
runway on the first try, after being 
given approval to land. 


The plane crashed about 900 feet 
short of the runway on the second try, 
according to the officials. They said 
the plane disintegrated when it hit a 
tree and flipped over onto the ground 
Airport officials said the plane had 
been rented to the men by the Sundin 
Aviation Co. of Newark. 
A spokesm an for the National 
Transportation Safety Board in 
Chicago, which is investigating the 
incident, said it would probably be 
several weeks before the cause of the 
crash is determined.

The Rossinis’ kidnapers reportedly 
had demanded $500,000 ransom, but it 
was not known how much was paid. 
Young Getty was last seen in Rome 
last Monday night. His mother said an 
unidentified man telephoned her 
Wednesday that the youth had been 
kidnaped and she would get ransom 
instructions. But she said there had 
been no further word. 
Mrs. Getty at first said she thought 
the call was a hoax. But on Sunday she 
said she was beginning to fear that her 
son had been kidnaped. 
The youth frequented Rome’s hippie 
circles, sold cheap handmade jewelry 
and often was without money, some of 
his hippie friends told police. One girl 
said he once considered faking a 
kidnaping to get money out of his 
family, but his mother said she didn’t 
think that had happened now.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The federal

new 
restrictions designed to end the 
mistaken no-knock raids still haunting 
some innocent families. 
John R. Bartels Jr., acting head of 
the

ministration, was prepared today to 
announce new rules limiting the use of 
no-knock searches but stopping short 
of abandoning the procedure. 
Bartels was responding to mounting 
complaints that federal agents have 
terrorized innocent citizens by bur­ 
sting into their homes in futile sear­ 
ches for drugs. 
Two Collinsville, 111., raids have 
become the most celebrated cases of 
several that have become known. 
Sources in the Senate and in civil 
liberties organizations say many 
others may have occurred but have 
remained obscure because the victims 
have chosen not to speak out. 
In the reported cases, the agents 
have been accused of failing to identify 
themselves as police officers until long 
terrifying moments after the break-in.

IjONDON (AP) - The U.S. dollar 
opened weak in Frankfurt and Zurich 
today, and there was virtually no 
demand.
